Continuation of 2. NOTE: The arguments presented by Applicant require further consideration. Applicant asserts several elements are 
lacking from the prior art t aching r lied upon for r j cting the claims including: a phase modulator control signal; coupling out part of th 
entire WDM signal; and cross phase modulation reduced for all single signals simultaneously. Coupling out part of the entire WDM 
signal and cross phase modulation reduced for all single signals simultaneously are not positively claimed. A phase modulator control 
signal is definitely shown in figure 4 (traveling from phase modulator driving circuit to the phase modulator.) The Examiner has attached 
Kaminow et al. (Kaminow) to further support the assertion that inherent in the system of Kaede et al. dispersion walk-off reduces cross 
phase modulation. Kaminow teaches that cross phase modulation is negligible when a pulse walks completely by a disturbing pulse, s 
page 208, first paragraph (partial), page 208, 209 and formula 8.1 1 and the discussion thereof. 
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
